humiliating had she come out of the 
struggle with Turkey beaten instead of 
emerging therefrom the victor. Ivu.ssia 
stands to-day practically without an 
ally — the very position in which she 
hoped to place Great Britain at the 
commencement of the late war. She 
has been completely checkmated and 
the perfect understanding slie once 
thought sho possessed with (lermauv 
exists no longer, if it ever existed. 
Sho must now ca.st aliout for a new 
ally, and who so likely to answer her 
purpose as Franco^ — France who has 
a long score to settle with CJeruKuiy, 
and has nothing to thank a single 
European power for, has no entangling 
alliances that would prevent her form- 
ing an alliance witli Russia as against 
Germany. To be sure, Franco is a re- 
public and Russia a despotism. An 
oflensive and defensive alliance be- 
tween elements so incongruous would 
present a strange spectacle; but are not 
the United Stater, and Russia cheek by 
jowl? and who could imagiuo two 
powers more opposite in policy and 
aim? In a few days Russian military 
manoiuvres on a grand scale will take 
place, and Great Brltdlu (aaya oUi' tele- 
gfram) is the only power that has not 
been invited to send a representative to 
witness them. The statement is prob- 
ably a canard. We do not believe that 
the Czar would bo guilty of an act so 
impolitic. Whatever may be the state 
of his feelings towards Great Britain 
he has little cause to regard the other 
powers with favor. It will be 
seen that Great Britain will receive an 
invitation, or Lord Duffeuin will bo 
directed to ask tho reason why. It is 
the traditional aim of Russia to become 
a firstclass maritime power. To becouie 
such she. has waged several bloody 
wars' against Turkey, and is probably 
preparing for another on a more gigan- 
tic scale than any that have preceded. 
Contracts are about to be signed with 
American builders for the construction 
of a large number of swift cruisers. 
The sum of 25,000,000 rubles (about 
$15,000,000) baa been set a.sido for 
that purpose this year. It will be in- 
teresting to watcli the progress of po- 
litical events in Europe during the 
next few months. The vast armies are 
. not being sustained for iioliday pur- 
poses. • Tfiere will be work of a serious 
character for fcbem to do 'ere long.

.ablo opportunity for making a raid 
upon the ])nr.scs of tho i)ublic in the 
cause of charity, and the calculation 
jiroved correct, for there has not been 
seen for years past a larger throng of 
wo.altliy and distinguished personages 
than that which assembled yesterday 
at the Albert Hall. Everybody was 
there. One paid 10 shillings for ad- 
mission and then had to run the gaunt- 
let of so many sup])licantH that it was 
a thing to be thankful for to get out- 
side again with money enough to \Kiy 
the cab fare home. There had been a 
special notice inserted in the papers 
that "change would bo given" at the 
various stalls, but> mighty little change 
did I see anywhere about. Trusting 
to the public notice an innocent gentle- 
man liaudcil a .t") nolo to Sarah Picrn- 
liardt to [lay for a trilling article mark- 
ed 7s. tid. on her stall. lie waited a 
minute or two and then asked for his 
change, and received it in tho shape of 
a .stare of blank astonishment. That 
and a pin-cushion were all he got for 
his money. No wondor that the illus- 
trious Sarah took S1,"J80 at her own 
stall in the course of the afternoon. 
She had a witty or ])leasant saying 
for everybody, and laughed and talked 
five minutes or more with the Prince 
aud Princess of Wales, who were 
among her best customers. As for the 
once famous English beauties, they 
were nowhere in comparison. The 
Prince did indeed pull up for a mo- 
ment at the stall where Mrs. Langtry 
was assisting and made a small 
purchase or two, but tho cry all over 
the place was not for ^Irs. Langtry 
or for Mrs. Cornwallis West, but for 
Sarah Bernhardt, about whom the 
British public seem to have gone per- 
fectly crazy — heaven knows why; I 
am sure they do not.

Groat LSoetin? of 'Jbidians at Lytton. 

The Guanlian contains a partial report 
of an interesting meeting of the Indians 
with Special Cominiasiuner Sproat at 
Lytton. Tho gathering took place in a 
wooden building, erected expressly for 
tlio purpose, 240 feet long and propor- 
tionately wide. Tho proceudings were re- 
ported for luu' coutomporary by one of 
the Indians. A series of i'esolution.s were 
passed of tho following tenor : 

1. Our atl'airs shall bo managed by a 
Council consisting of the Queen's com- 
missioner or agent, the head chief, the 
chiefs of tho several tribes and thLrteon 
councillors. Tho Council shall meet at 
least once in every year at such time and 
place as the Queen may direct, and shall 
proceed to business on tho day appointed 
notwithstanding the absence of any chiefs 
or councillors, provided duo notice of tho 
meeting lias been given and the (,>ueen's 
conunissioner or agent is pre.iont. 

-. The head chief shall be elected at 
such tiuio and place and in such niaiinei- 
;is tlio Queen Tuay direct, and such head 
chief .shall do what the t,lueen directs him 
to do, and lie shall hold ollicu for three 
years (unless the Queen removes hiui for 
incompetency and misconduct), and he 
shall be ineligible for re-election. 

3. Michel of theSpuzzuin tribe is elect- 
ed as head chief. 

4. The present tribal chiefs, as men- 
tioned in the census, shall continue to 
liold otlice until their death, resignation 
or removal by the Queen. On any tribal 
chief ceasing to hold oflice, the tribe 
shall, as directed by the Queen, elect a 
chief in his place by tho vote of a major- 
ity (jf the male adults. Such chief .shall 
hold oflico for threes years (unh's.s .sooner 
removed by tho Queen) and .shall he idigi- 
ble for re-election. 

6. Tho thirteen Councdlors shall bu 
elected in the same nunner and hold ofUce 
on the same condition as the head chief 
for a term of three years. In the event 
of any Councillor ceiusing to hold oltice, 
the head chief and a majority of tlic re 
maiiiing Councillors shall I'-ppoint a sin - 
ccssor to hold otVico until the end of the 
term. \ now election for Councillor.s 
shall take place on the laad chief ceasing 
to hold oilice. 

(j. - The Rules .and Regulations niaile 
by the Council sli.all lie ol).ser\ ed liy .all 
the people and in each tribe shall be [uit 
in force by a T'ribal I'uiiiiuittee of Coun- 
cil, consisti'ig of the elii ;f and not fewer 
than three of the Councillors. 

Names of thirteen Councillors re[.re 
senting Lytton, Ashcroft, Penny Noose, 
Lower Nicola, Steryiio, Lillnnci Trail, 
Spuzzniii and Upper Semilkeneun are 
ne.\t given. 

7. No church malti-rs sliall be intr.i- 
duced at any meeting of tho I'ouncil or 
Tribal Committee of Council, o.\copt pro 
posals connected with schools.

Inquest. 

An inquest was hold yesterday morning 
before Hon. A. F. Pomberton, Coroner 
for the district, on the body of William 
Taylor, who was found dead in bod in his 
cabin on Tuesday night. Tho following 
jury were sworn in: U. M. Weston ^fore- 
man), R. Scliiwinsky, R. Hart, E. Abel, 
F. Co'win, C. Barry'j D. James, J. Keoly 
and W. Manning. 

Oliicer Royci-aft deposed that in compa- 
ny with Charles Taylor he proceeded on 
Tuesday night last to the deceivsed's cabin 
and found it fastened inside ; knocked 
without receiving any reply and then 
burst the door open and found tho de- 
ceased dead in a natural position in beil. 
Tlie face and body were not discolored. 

To the Foreman — Observed no marks 
of vii-ilenco ; deceased was dressed in his 
shirt and overalls ; ho presented tho aji- 
pearanco of having died from apoplexy. 

William Williams testdied that he lived 
near deceased's cabin and that the last 
lime he sa\v hiui alive was on the 17th 
inst. Se^■oral days [irevious he comiilain- 
ed of feeling very bad and .said lie was 
getting iild and did not think ho would 
live much longer ; ho stated he wa.? 'Ji) 
years of age and wasi not ablo to work ; ho 
had had no quarrel with anj-ono to wit- 
ness' knowledge. 

Clias. 1'aylor de|iosed that he saw the 
deceased alive on Saturday last ; ini.saed 
him on Tuesday and made enquiries about 
him ; learning that no oiia had seen him 
witness thought ho might be sick and 
wont down to hia cabin to see if such were 
the case ; found the door locked ; knock-

MUNICIPAL. 

A Bylaw i'oprohibit'lli^erecihaof'Woodtn 
BuUdings wiihin certain- F%re LimU* 

icUhin the City of Vidona : 

1. That such part of tno Citj' bounded 
oil tho Nortli by Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad street and on tho West by the 
Water Frontage bo hereby declared with- 
in tho Firo Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
Tho centre of .Tohnaon to centre of Fort 
fnini centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings lioreaftererected with- 
in the Firo Limits shall have their out-sido 
Walls and party Walls made of Briok, 
Stono or other incombustible material and 
sueli outside Walls shall extend four foot 
above "Wall Plato of Roof, and party Walla 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall IMate of Roof. Roofs shall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection again.st Fire and the Walla snail 
be sn constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroiiglily and completely of the 
iiitorior and exterior of suob BuildiM 
from all and every part of the interior and 
o.-ctorior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Roof should exceed tlio height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In tho case of 
Gables the ^Valls arc to bo carriediUp to 
tlio full height of tho Apex of MM.. Boot 
Tho term Building, as applied in this 
Section, .shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings conatructe<i 
of brick, stone, or other inoombustiblo 
materials, shall bo made to conform tn 
litis (Ordinance. 

4 Tlie Wooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits sh.all not lie .altereil or 
changed without the written permission of 
the (Jhiof Engineer of tho \ ictoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Firo Wardens, whicli permit sluJl 
specify fully tho alterations or changes re- 
quired, and" no such permit .shall bo given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the si;;o of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increaao the valuo of sucli building 
more than Twonty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
.such pcrmit.s shall bo kept on file in tho 
olHco of the City Clork. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall bo removed oxcopt to a por- 
tion of tlie same lot on whicli it stands or 
to a point outside the Firo Limits. 

C. Whonover any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of tho Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Firo Limits .^hall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, bo 
damaged by fire to tho extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cauao to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, ancl tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ton days 
after receiving the same comply with tho 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story jBtiiWinjs— Foundations 
to be not loss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
be, brick walla to bo not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildinga— 
Foundations to bo not less than twer^W" 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tho hard clay or gravel, as 
tho caso may bo. Brick IFa/is— Ground 
floor to bo not loss than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or peraons violating any 
of tho provisions of this Bylaw shall bo 
deemed guilty of a misdemoanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or moro than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be tloemod 
a now offence and punished accordingly. 

9. Tho Chief Engineer of tho Viotoi^a 
Firo Department and tho Fire Wardens 
are required to soe that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
tliorcof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " Tho Bylaw for Prohibiting^ 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879._ '
